A claim canceled by amendment (not deleted and rewritten) can be reinstated only by a subsequent amendment 
presenting the claim as a new claim with a new claim number. 

More specifically, bracketing and underlining were not properly used in lines 1 1 and 12 of claim 1, as required by 37 CFR 
1.121(a)(2)(h).
